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DETAILED ACTION 

• A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 

1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 07/10/2009 has been entered. 

• Claims 16-17 are currently pending with the application. 

• Applicant's amendment overcomes the provisional obviousness rejection over the claims of 
the co-pending application SI No. 10/500,124. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

1 . Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kodas et al (US 
2003/0124259). 

Kodas et al teaches a composition containing 64.8 g Ag-TFA (Silver Salt), 34 g DMAC 
(Reducing Agent) and 1.1 g styrene allyl alcohol (Polymer) [Pg-24, Ex-7, P-0257]. The preferred 
particulate Ag-compounds include oxide, nitrate, TFA. The ratio between the binder and silver 
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compound calculates to about 1 .7 that lies within the claimed range. The particulate fraction lies 
between 0-55 Vol% of total precursor composition [0147]. The liquid phase can include a 
vehicle and a molecular precursor formulation. The preferred solvents include diethylene glycol, 
diethylene glycol, triethylene glycol and ethylene glycol diacetate [0093, 0098]. 

The prior art does not provide a working example of the instant claimed composition. But 
it teaches all the elements of the composition, component ratios and the instant claimed 
composition would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skilled in the art, and prima facie 
obvious over instant claimed composition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 16 allowed. 

The prior art neither teaches nor fairly suggestive of a composition consisting of the 
specific components and their ratios. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed 07/10/2009 have been fully considered. Applicant's argument 
that Kodas does not teach the claimed reducing agents is not persuasive (Res, Pg-4) because 
Kodas teaches all the compounds as solvents (see rejection above) and further teaches their 
functionality as reducing agents [0125]. 

For the reasons set forth above applicants fail to patentably distinguish their composition 
over the prior art.
